I want to keep emphasiz- 
ing the need to use plenty 
of Nitrogen sidedressing 
for corn, If you havea good 
stand, sidedress with 80 
pounds of actual nitrogen, 
If you have least than a 
good stand, cut this amount 
by 1/3, 

Almost as important as 
the amount of Nitrogen is 
the date of sidedressing, 
Corn should be sidedressed 
30 days after planting. If 
you wait until it gets dry 
in May, the nitrogen will 
not take effect until rain 
comes.

Fallout Shelter 
Project Continues 


in Alabama 


Providing fallout shel- 
ter protection for -the 
people of Alabama against 
radiation from any nuclear 
attack on the United States 
continues to be a prime 
objective of the Civil De- 
fense effort in Alabama, 
according to Governor 
George C, Wallace. 

Governor Wallace said 
the Civil Defense De- 
partment has submitted the 
results of a recent Shelter 
Survey and Report cover- 
ing the shelter status in 
Alabama. 

‘Here in Alabama, ac- 
cording to the best possible 


estimates, the peak popu- 
lation at any one time, in- 
cluding visitors, would ap- 
proximate 3,780,000 
people,’’ he said. 

The latest figures com- 
piled by the Civil Defense 
Department reveals that 
1,654 fallout shelters have 
been located in Alabama, 
each accommodating 50 
people or more, These are 
referred to by authorities 
as ‘‘Public Fallout Shel- 
ters,’ and include the 
Capitol building and other 
State buildings in Mont- 
gomery. All of these shel- 
ters would accommodate 
about 1,218,000 people if 
available for public use. 

The governor said that 
he has been informed by 
Civil Defense Director J. 
Frank Manderson that 
enough of these located 
shelter facilities have been 
licensed to accommodate 
922,000 people while Fed- 
eral shelter supplies had 
been stocked in these shel- 
ters to serve 619,000 
people. 

Governor Wallace said 
the Civil Defense Depart- 
ment, in cooperation with 
the United States Army En- 
gineer District, Mobile, is 
continuing surveys to lo- 
cate available public shel- 
ters, and arranging for re- 
surveys of buildings and 
areas because of changes 
developed since previous 
inspections by authorities.

Bamboo Curtain 
Being Planted 


In Alabama 


Alabama is planting a 
bamboo curtain this spring 
in a strategic move against 
an old enemy. 

Participating in the na- 
tional beautification pro- 
gram, the Alabama High- 
way Department is 
pioneering the use of anew 
variety of bamboo to hide 
roadside junk yards. 

Departmental Iandscape 
engineers have counted 691 
auto graveyards along the 
State’s most traveled high- 
ways. They estimate 300 
of these unsightly areas 
can be screened by a native 
species of bamboo never 
before used in highway 
landscaping. Already under 
scientific study by the 
Auburn University Experi- 
ment Station, these bamboo 
plants grow very success- 
fully throughout Alabama. 

The whole plan to beau- 
tify with bambooranks high 
in Governor George C, 
Wallace’s economy pro- 
gram. Regular highway 
maintenance crews are 
planting the bamboo 
screens at junk yard sites 
along all major highways 
except interstate, where 
planting is done by con- 
tract. An adequate supply 
of plants is being provid- 
ed by Auburn University at

People In 


Senate Speech 


Senator Lister Hill (D., 
Ala.) in a speech on the 
floor of the U,S, Senate 
warned his colleagues and 
the people of the United 
States that if the formulas 
and schemes in the voting 
bill now before the Con- 
gress become law, they 
could well set the precedent 
for far-reaching changes 
that would affect not mere- 
ly voting rights in a few 
Southern States, but the 
rights of Americans in al- 
most every other field of 
law and endeavor in every 
section of the country. .4 

Hill charged that the so- 
called voting rights bill is 
“arbitrary and punitive and 
constitutes a revolution in 
American law and in our 
system of government.’ He 
called on the members of 
the Senate and the people in 
all sections of the nation 
“to put above all things the 
need for adherence to law 
and order and the integ- 
rity of our constitutional 
system.”’ 

“Until now,” Hill said, 
“we have had a govern- 
ment and a society based 
upon respect for law and 
adherence to the Consti- 
tution, New we are being 
asked to pass a bill to 
conform to those who say 
they will obey only those 
laws which they feel like 
obeying.” 

Hill reminded the Sen- 
ate that the proponents 
of the Civil Rights Bill last 
year, which included voting 
rights and _ established a 
sixth grade education as 
eligibility to vote in fed- 
eral elections, assured that 
there would be no more mob 
scenes and street demon- 
strations if that bill was 
passed. 

“In less than a year 
after the bill passed,” Hill 
stated, ‘‘we again witnes- 
sed lie-ins and sit-ins in 
the North and in the South 
and in the Nation’s Capital, 
and mob scenes and street 
demonstrations across the 
nation, Out of the emotional 
hysteria this created, ’ Hill 


continued, ‘‘we find our- 
selves with another so- 
called civil rights bill 
which further invades the 
rights of the individual 
States and threatens our 
democratic form of gov- 


ernment. Certainly it does 
irreparable harm to the 
Constitution of the United 
States in violating several 
sections of it,”’ 

Hill declared, ‘‘I have 
always defended the propo- 
sition that every qualified 
American should have the 
right to vote, but I do not 
believe in turning over to 
the Federal Government 
the election machinery of 


the individual State and 
each political subdivision 
for all State, local and 


Federal elections.”’ 
“There are already nu- 
merous’ statues on the 
books,’ Hill declared, 
‘“‘which, if used, would in- 
sure the right to vote free 
of discrimination to any 
qualified person, and there 
is recourse for anyone who 
feels he has been discrim- 
inated against in the Fed- 
eral Courts, I will oppose 
any legislation on any sub- 
ject,’’ Hill stated, ‘‘that

Census Reports 


Coffee County’s 
Sales Increase 


Coffee County’s 319 re- 
tail establishments had 
$28.2 million’in sales in 
1963, an increase of 32 
percent from 1958, the U.S, 
Bureau of the Census has 
just reported after tabulat- 
ing data gathered from all 
firms in the 1963 census 
of business. The last pre- 
vious business census con- 
ducted by the Census Bu- 
reau, an agency of the U.S, 
Department of Commerce, 
was in 1958, 

Retail trade in the 
county meant jobs (ex- 
clusive of proprietors) for 
789 men and women and a 
yearly payroll of $2.0 mil- 
lion, 

In volume of business 
the county’s food stores 
had sales of $7.3 million 
an increase of 62 percent 
from 1958. In other retail 
business -- the county’s 
eating and drinking places 
had sales of $630 thousand, 
and gasoline service sta- 
tions had sales of $1.5 
million. Auto dealers anc 
related retail trade estab- 
lishments had sales of $8.4 
million: general merchan- 
dise group stores had sales 


of $1.6 million, and lumber, 
building materials, hard- 
ware and farm equipment 
dealers had sales of $3.0 
million.
